RESOLUTION OF THE MAYOR AND

WHEREAS, pursuant to section 70-131 (a) there is created a board of trustees in whom is vested
the general administration, management and responsibility for the proper operation of the retirement system
and for making effective this article.

WHEREAS, the board of trustees shall consist of seven trustees.

WHEREAS, one trustee shall be appointed by the Mayor. This trustee shall be an elector of the
city. One trustee shall be appointed by the city council. This trustee shall be an elector of the city. Four
trustees shall be appointed, one from each group; management, AFSCME Local, IAFF Local, and PBA. The
appointee must be an active member of the retirement system or of the deferred retirement option program
(DROP). Term of office for each trustee so elected shall be for a two-year period, and the trustee shall be
voted into office and elected as determined by each group.

WHEREAS, the AFSCME, Hialeah Local 161, nominated Minying Ho as its appointment to the
Board of Trustees of the City of Hialeah Employees’ General Retirement System.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MAYOR AND CITY COUNCIL OF THE
CITY OF HIALEAH, FLORIDA, THAT:

Section 1: Lesley Beautelus is hereby appointed to the Board of Trustees of the Employees’
General Retirement System of the City of Hialeah, Florida, on behalf of American Federation of State,
County, and Municipal Employees ("AFSCME") for the remainder of a two (2)-year term ending on
December 31, 2020.
